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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-17, are drawn to a razor platform, classified in class 30, 
subclass 50. 

II. Claims 18-27 are drawn to a razor cartridge classified in class 30, 
subclass 54. 

III. Claims 28 - 30, are drawn to a method for loading razor blades, classified 
in class 76, subclass 1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because I does not require "a first cover 
defining an opening". The subcombination has separate utility such as a different razor 
configuration. 
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3. Inventions III and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed could be made by a 
process other than the claimed process, such as the process not requiring the steps of 
"providing a blade support defining at least two mating surfaces positioned to be 
approximately coincident with said support surfaces defined by said blade platform 
when said blade platform and said blade support are moved into proximity with one 
another, said blade support including means for releasably retaining at least two razor 
blades" as disclosed in group III. The blades could simply be inserted manually. 

4. Inventions III and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed could be made by a 
process other than the claimed process, such as the process not requiring the steps of 
"providing a blade support defining at least two mating surfaces positioned to be 
approximately coincident with said support surfaces defined by said blade platform 
when said blade platform and said blade support are moved into proximity with one 
another, said blade support including means for releasably retaining at least two razor 
blades" as disclosed in group III. The blades could simply be inserted manually. 
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5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: the embodiment shown in Figure 1, and the 
embodiment shown in Figure 3. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently claim 1 is generic.
